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Citizens Protest Sunrise Proposal; 
Manager Oilers Budget Summary

Windsor Green resident 
Mark Brey petitioned the 
Greenbelt City Council, 
at its April 3 regular meet¬ 
ing, to oppose the proposed 
construction of mid-rise a- 
partmonts on the Sunrise 
property in Greenbelt East. 
Later in the meeting, City 
Manager James K. Giese 
presented a summary of his 
proposed 1989/90 budget, 
calling for total expendi¬ 
tures of approximately nine 
million dollars, an 8.7 per¬ 
cent increase over the cur¬ 
rent budget. 

The Sunrise property, a 9.9 
acre tract located between the 
Holiday Inn and the Greenway 
Village apartments, is currently 
zoned residential (R-10). Brey's 
petition, signed by 110 people, 
calls for commercial development 
of the site. 

Brey, who moved to Windsor 
Green six months ago, estimated 
that 93 percent of the Windsor 
Green residents contacted have 
signed the edition. He said that 
he and many other homeowners, 
want to “disassociate them¬ 
selves” from the Greenbelt East 
Advisory Committee, which they 
feel is not representing their in¬ 
terests in this matter, 

Brey argued that commercial 
building would benefit the city 
by increasing the tax base, cre¬ 
ating jobs and increasing traf¬ 
fic only at certain hours. 

The 480 proposed garden or 
luxury apartments would just 
add to the “preponderance” of 
apartments already available in 
the city, said Brey, draining city 
services, increasing traffic around 
the clock and decreasing proper¬ 
ty values in the area. 

Council members Thomas X. 
White and Edward Putens said 
accepting the petitions suggestion 
that 450,000 square feet of com¬ 
mercial office space be permitted 
would restrict the city's lever¬ 
age in any negotiations with 
the developers. 

Budget 

Giese's budget proposal shows 
an increase of 8.7 percent, about 
$728,000 over this past year's 
budget. No change is proposed 
in the $1.21 tax rate, but in¬ 
creasing assessments will result 
in city property owners paying 
an average of six percent more 
in taxes, according to Giese's 
budget summary. 

Commerce Center II 

The designs for Commerce 
Center II signs were unanimously 
approved by council. The primary 
tenant signs, like those of Com¬ 
merce Center I, will be internally 
lit, white acrylic letters. They 
will be placed at the roof line 
of the one and three story build¬ 
ings of Commerce Center II, 


which face Hanover Parkway 
and overlooks the lake. 

The secondary tenant signs 
will be “tasteful brass letter¬ 
ing,” not the back-lit green let¬ 
ters of Commerce Center I, ac¬ 
cording to Midland Company 
representative Richard Reed. 
“These signs are simply to walk 
that fine line between the needs 
of leasing a building within a 
community and the concerns of 
the community and council ex¬ 
pressed over the years,” he said 

Legislation 

Council passed an ordinance 
amending the city code regard¬ 
ing street and sidewalk construc¬ 
tion. Changes concern design and 
construction standards, respon¬ 
sibility for public safety, appli¬ 
cation and permit procedures, 
fees, maintenance of city-owned 
right-of-ways and other adminis¬ 
trative procedures. Major devel¬ 
opers will be most affected by 
these new changes, according to 
staff. 

Another ordinance recommend¬ 
ed by the Community Relations 
Advisory Board, was introduced 
for first reading. Proposed 
changes restrict absenteeism ex¬ 
cept for the Board member who 
is drawn from the clergy, and 
provide for a council liaison and 
a non-voting staff member. The 
last two changes formalize what 
has existed for many years. 

Consent Agenda 

The following item on the 
consent agenda was unanimous- 

Kindergarten Registration 

The Prince Georges County 
Public Schools has scheduled 
special kindergarten registration 
days on April 17, 18, 19, 25 and 
26. While parents may register 
their kindergarten-age children 
at any time, it is hoped that 
they will make a special effort 
to have them enrolled on these 
dates. 

Proof of residence is a pre¬ 
requisite for admission. Parents 
or guardians who are new resi¬ 
dents of the county or who are 
registering a student for the 
first time, must complete the 
Affidavit of Disclosure to verify 
their legal residence. 

The child's birth certificate 
should be presented as proof of 
age. Children entering kinder¬ 
garten must be five years old by 
January 1, 1990. 

The Maryland State Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Mental Hy¬ 
giene has regulations which re¬ 
quire certain immunizations be¬ 
fore children can be admitted to 
elementary school. Those immu¬ 
nizations are: diphtheria, per¬ 
tussis (whooping cough — for 
children through age 6), tetanus, 
polio, rubella (German 3-day 
measles), and rubeola (red 10- 
day measles).

Beginning the first Sunday in 
May, the Museum's hours will 
change to 1 p.m, to 5 p.m. Do¬ 
cents will be on duty to give 
guided tours of the house and 
grounds. Special tours may be 
arranged by calling the Museum 
at 474-1936. 

The Museum Auction held on 
April 1 proved to be a very suc¬ 
cessful and entertaining event. 
The Friends of the Museum 
Board thank all those who con¬ 
tributed goods, services, prizes 
and time to the auction. The 1947 
Dodge sedan was not sold. 

However, approximately 40 
items were auctioned to the high¬ 
est bidder including a piano con¬ 
cert for eight by A1 Herling 
purchased by Ed James; lunch 
in Annapolis and personalized 
tour of the State House with 
Senator Leo Green, purchased by 
Solange Hess as a graduation 
present for her grandson; and a 
four-hour limousine ride pur¬ 
chased by City Council member 
Tony Bram from Arnold Execu¬ 
tive Limo as a first anniversary 
gift for her son Tim and his wife 
Kirsten. 

Lunches and dinners at area 
restaurants proved to be among 
the more popular items.

Council Takes First Steps 
Toward Bond Referendum

In the early hours of April 4, the City Council vote 
4-1, with Councilmember Thomas X. White opposed, to di 
rect staff to draft legislation authorizing a three millio 
dollar bond referendum on or before August 15. If appro\ 
ed, the funds would be used to renovate either Center o 
North End School for a community center. 


Council also hired Coakley & 
Williams to survey both schools 
and develop cost estimates . for 
a variety of renovation options 
and directed City Manager James 
K. Giese to develop plans for 
using each school as a commun¬ 
ity center. Both of these tasks 
are to be completed within 30 
days. 

These actions stemmed from 
a plan of action proposed by 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld after eval¬ 
uating six alternatives previous¬ 
ly discussed at a council work 
session on March 29. These in¬ 
cluded deferring construction one 
more year, obtaining more infor¬ 
mation and having the council 
decide, obtaining information and 
letting the voters decide, or coun¬ 
cil simply rejecting a school at 
North End altogether, 

Weidenfeld had originally pro¬ 
posed that the referendum be 
held in June, but agreed to the 
later date in response to the con¬ 
cerns of Council members Joseph 
Isaacs and Edward Putens. How¬ 
ever, Giese pointed out that the 
County School Board must report 
its plans to the state by Septem¬ 
ber 1 and questioned whether an 
August referendum would permit 
construction this year. (The News 
Review has learned that the city 
has been notified that the school 
system needs to know the city's 
decision by July 1.) 

The mayor objected to defer¬ 
ring the decision for another 
year because delay would increase 
the costs of renovation and con¬ 
struction, In addition, if after 
the delay the choice is a reno¬ 
vated Center School, Bladens- 
burg Elementary School would 
have been empty for a year and 
likely will have deteriorated, 
(School officials plan to bus Cen¬ 
ter's students to Bladensburg 
during renovation.) Changes can 
be made in the plans at various 
points down the line if informa¬ 
tion obtained warrants it, stress¬ 
ed Weidenfeld. “There is nothing 
to be gained by deferment,” he 
said. 

Council members White, Isaacs, 
and Putens repeatedly disagreed. 

“There is a lot of unfinished 
work to be done before consid¬ 
ering this amazing motion,” stat¬ 
ed White. He raised questions 
about the “financial capacity” of 
the city to undertake renovation 
of historic Center School. And 
if the $3 million bond referen¬ 
dum is passed, will that obliga¬ 
tion “somehow gain supremacy 
over competing projects in the 
city in a list that is long and 
growing?” he queried. 

White further was concerned 
that borrowing $3 million would 
exhaust Greenbelt’s borrowing 
capacity. Council member An¬ 
toinette M. Bram also questioned 
Giese on the financial implica¬ 
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tions of such a bond referen 
dum. 

Giese responded by reassuring 
council that $3 million was ai 
amount “that could be borrowe* 
without going into excessiv 
debt” and still retain a goo< 
bond rating. 

But Isaacs emphatically said 
“No.” Before seeking approva 
from the voters, he wanted as 
surance that the referendum wil 
pay for the project they vote* 
on. He was concerned by Weiden- 
feld’s suggestion that some oi 
the financing for renovation coulc 
come from other sources anc 
grants. He argued that “Then 
would be no certainty of getting 
those funds,” and that he has 
“real problems depending on out* 
side sources (for money).” 

Putens said that citizens neec 
more information about costs of 
renovation for each building as 
well as proposed uses, before 
they vote. 

“A community center means 
different things to different peo¬ 
ple,” said Keith Chernikoff. He 
supported allowing time to com¬ 
pile all the necessary facts on 
construction, operating costs and 
proposed uses for each build¬ 
ing. 

At the beginning of the dis¬ 
cussion, Putens questioned wheth¬ 
er not having specific uses out¬ 
lined for a Center School com¬ 
munity center, which has been 
done for North End, might affect 
the accuracy of cost estimates 
by Coakley & Williams. 

Coakley & Williams represen¬ 
tative Max Ferentinos, who had 
not yet toured either building, 
judged that it would not “dra¬ 
matically” affect the cost of 
renovation. Moreover, he told the 
mayor that he would not need 
to know exactly where each use 
would be located. 

But Giese did point out that 
the cost of Parcel 1 has not yet 
been determined and may be 
greater than the anticipated $1 
million. 

Rick Meetre, one of 14 people 
who addressed council, elaborated 
on Giese's point. After hearing 
some of the arguments, “I have 
been persuaded both ways on 
deferral,” he said. But deferral 
would allow the city to deter¬ 
mine the cost of the swimming 
pool and Parcel 1, In addition, 
the city would have more infor¬ 
mation on the tax base, Meetre 
said. With a July decision (as 
opposed to deferral), “the Board 
of Education has only until Sep¬ 
tember to have plans that result 
in concrete and steel,” he said. 

David Lange argued that the 
county school board has the au¬ 
thority to renovate Center School

What Is a P P O ? 


PPO stands for Preferred 
Provider Organization. It re¬ 
fers to a number of groups 
recently organized by insur¬ 
ance companies in an effort 
to control the rapidly expand¬ 
ing use of dental insurance. 
The main objective of a PPO 
is to enroll dentists who agree 
to provide dental care at re¬ 
duced fees to its members. 
PPO's then negotiate with 
larger emuloyer groups such 
as the steel and auto indus¬ 
tries as well as government 
agencies, and provide them 
with a list of dentists who 
have agreed to the insurance 
company's guidelines. 

The main objection to 
PPO's is that they limit a 
patient's choice of dentist to, 
only those who are enrolled in 
the plan. This, in fact, means 
a patient must give up his 
“freedom of choice” to receive 
benefits. In addition many 
examples of insurance fraud 
and questionable treatment 
practices have been reported, 
especially in conjunction with 
large dental centers. 

When selecting a dental in¬ 
surance plan you should have 
the right to have your treat¬ 
ment rendered by the dentist 
of your choice. Most insurance 
plans allow the option of go¬ 
ing to a participating or non¬ 
participating dentist. Al¬ 
though a non-participating 
dentist has no agreement wit) 
the insurance company, yoi 
can still be reimbursed direct¬ 
ly from the company. PPO'f 
do not have this option. Sev¬ 
eral states have passed “free 
dom of choice” legislation U 
protect the dental consumei 
from this unfair practice. Ma¬ 
ny other states have similar 
legislation pending,

for the new elementary school 
without the counciPs approval. 
“The real issues are do we need 
a community center and do we 
want to pay for it,” he said. 

But the problem raised by a 
number of people is that there 
is little accurate information on 
how much a community center 
at either location would cost, or 
“what $3 million would give us 
at Center School,” in Isaacs’s 
words. 

Weidenfeld said that if the 
bond referendum passed, more 
money could be obtained from 
state and federal matching grants 
for the community center. “Not 
all of the money needs to come 
from the city,” he said. 

But Ferentinos was grilled on 
how Coakley & Williams would 
be able to produce accurate cost 
estimates along with a written 
report for each of the buildings 
so quickly. “What could be done 
in 30 days?” spouted White. 

Putens was particularly con¬ 
cerned about the accuracy of 
such estimates. Ferentinos indi¬ 
cated that three separate esti¬ 
mates would be conducted: by 
subcontractors, Coakley & Wil¬ 
liams’ own estimators and out¬ 
side consultants hired by Coak¬ 
ley & Williams. Bram expressed 
confidence that the firm would 
do a good job. 

As information is obtained, 
“we can redraw plans” along the 
way, said Weidenfeld. If costs are 
found to be “exorbitant,” or if 
the referendum fails (it’s a mes¬ 
sage that voters don’t want a 
community center at either lo¬ 
cation,” said the mayor), “we can 
pull out,” he said.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again, 

Last week we had a person come in for routine preventive 
maintenance service on her car. The service went very smooth 
and no real problems were found - indicating a very well-kept 
vehicle. The following day, the owner called me and thanked me 
for washing the inside of the front windshield. I paused a second, 
because I had worked on that vehicle myself and honestly did 
not remember washing the inside of the windshield. I finally 
said, 44 Oh,” when I remembered. I had replaced both windshield 
wiper blades with new ones and refilled the washer pump bottle 
as well. The owner was amazed at what difference the services 
made for visibility - everything looked bigger and brighter. 

Windshield jviper blades are often forgotten due to their 
position below the hood cowling on many vehicles. Hidden in this 
area, the wipers absorb all of the engine's heat and cause harden¬ 
ing and dry rot cracks. These effects in turn cause ineffective 
wiping that you see as streaks and hear as squeaking and chat¬ 
tering noises as the windshield wipers sweep across the window. 

Wiper blades and washer pumps fall into a type of mainten¬ 
ance problem called neglect because these auto parts are used 
daily. 

So the next time it's raining, try your wipers. If they chat¬ 
ter or streak, it may be time for replacement.
